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Drop From June, but | 
See Gain in August; 
Ford Continues Lead

Cleveland, O., Aug. 6.—Auto- 
mobile sales in Cuyahoga county, 
in new, used and commercial car 
lines, dropped back to winter 
levels during the month of July, 
as they did in 1928. 

The total for the month was 21,- 
227. That figure is arrived at 

through bills of sate filed with the 
county auditor. His records show 
bills for 5,458 new automobiles; 15,- 
519 used cars and 400 truck and 
commercial vehicles 

New car sales were slightly above 
those for March of this year. but 
below those for April and succeed- 
ing months. April, incidentally, was 
the best month in the year for both 
new and used car sales in this 

county 

Despite the monthly decline in 
the new car sales, the July rec- 
ord was far in excess of that for 
July, 1928. The same thing holds 
true in the case of the used cars 
and commercial vehicles 





Last year, in the month of July 
there were 3,998 new cars sold. com- 
pared to 5.458 in the same month 
this year Used car sales last year 
were 13,217, compared to 15.419 this 
year, and commercial car sales this 
year almost doubled the last vear 
figures, showing 400 for July.

Of course our biggest customer is the American labor- 
ing man himself, since he buys 86 per cent. of all the prod- 
ucts he makes. Mr. Phelps finds that the prosperity of the 
titantic business structure of America rests squarely on the 
prosperity of the individual laborer himself. Cut down his 
wages, discharge him from employment and we automatic- 


ally reduce buying, retail business s!ows down and industry 
promptly feels the effect 

Mr. Phelps conclusions may be summed up 
as follows: Pay higher wages. Give the working 
leisure. Institute the five-day week. Surround labor with | 
every safeguard, offer labor every possible luxury. ‘The 
buying power of the laboring man must not only be kept 
where it is, but stimulated to a greater degree than before,” 
urges the author. 

Twenty-five years ago such a book as “Our Biggest C1 
tomer” would have drawn down from business men upon the 
devoted head of the author shouts of “socialism,” ‘“‘anarchy,” 
“stop thief’ and “lynch him.” In the intervening period we 
have passed into a sort of a pre-dawn twilight of under- 
standing of some of the problems and conditions which Mr. 
Phelps has clearly set forth in this stimulating volume. The 
manager whose sole claim to attention is the firing of work- 
men to reduce the obvious pay roll cannot hold a place on 
the executive staff of a great many business organizations 
today. 

Rusiness leaders are realizing more and more that 
unemployment is the greatest debit account that we are 
carrying on our national books today. It is a debit be- 
cause it is an item of bitter resentment in an account of 
general prosperity. It is a debit because it represents a 
buying power lowered below its proper level. And in the 
final analysis buying power is the measure of prosperity.

POWSNER-COLLISION Service, 

Inc., is one of the longest es- 
tablished automotive houses in 
Buffalo and normally does better 
than $100.000 a year in its auto- 
‘motive refinishing department. 


About a year ago, the company 
decided to take up the repainting 
department in a big way and ae- 
cided this concern should have 


@ enough business to keep a number 


of men constantly on the jump, in- 


stead of three men working part 
time, as was then the case 
Four months later the com- 


pany was turning out an average 


of fourteen cars a week, which

Simply stated, the solution was 
this: “Faint automobiles on the in- 
stallment plan.”

HE minds in the United 
States are endeavoring to find 
some way of reducing the cost 
of distribution, but it is extremely 
doubtful if they will be able to do 
so without an entire revolution in 
our present complicated system of 
civilization, in the opinion of one 
who has made a careful study of 
the problems of jobbers. 

It is generally accepted that an 
article which cost 25 cents to manu- 
facture should retail for $1 or four 
time the factory cost There is 
considerable variation in different 
industries, but regardless of these 
variations, the fact remains that 
out of every dollar the wholesaler 
and retailer receive 50 cents 

If an article cost 25 cents to make, 
it usually cost at least 50 cents to 
distribute it from the factory to the 
retail merchant’s store, where the 
consumer can go and buy it. 

“Assuming, therefore,” he _ says, 
“that an article cost 25 cents to 
manufacture and that the whole- 
saler and retailer receive 50 cents 
for distributing and selling it, it is 
obvious that all of the diversified 
activities of the manufacturer must 
be covered by the remaining 25 
cents 

“From this one-fourth, the manu- 
facturer must pay executive over- 
head, selling expenses, traveling ex- 
penses, insurance, advertising, credit 
losses, interest on loans, and the 
many other expenses of running a 
business 

“The resuit is that a large per- 
centage of the manufacturers in the 
United States are not making an 
adequate profit on the capital which 
they have invested, and this is very 
largely due to the constantly in- 
creasing demand of wholesalers for 
larger discounts, more co-operation

por iding period of 1928. This eo a “come-back” from last year, 
when earnings fell off from the 1927 level. However, the net income last 
year was down only 1l = cent., wi hile many rubber companies fail to 
show any profit whate 


The progress of this company since its incorporation in 192! f 
been steady, and the set-back of last year is being more than i 
up for in 1929. The net income in 1925 amounted to $85,716, eqaiva. 
to $1.71 on the class A and 10 cents on the class B stock. This was in- 
creased to $145,241, or $2.90 on the A and 70 cents on the B stock in 
the following year. In 1927 the net income showed a still further gain 
to $226,711, equal to $4.53 on the class A and $1.51 on the class B. The 
ll per cent. reduction last year brought the net income down to 
$201,614, equivalent to $4.03 on the class A and $1,27 on the class 
B stock. 

One of the reasons the company was able to come through 1928 in 
such good shape was the fact that its inventories at the beginning of 
the year were low, amounting to only $71,197. Thus the collapse in the 
crude rubber market last year was not so severe on the company as it 
was om many other units in the rubber industry. Also, the absence of

Capitalization of the Baldwin company consists of 50,000 shares 
of no par $1.50 class A convertible stock, of which 49,980 shares are 
outstanding, and 200,000 shares of no par class B, of which 100,040 
shares are outstanding. Ninety-nine thousand, nine hundred and sixty 
shares of the class B stock are being reserved for conversion of the 
class A. Regular dividends are being paid on the class A stock, but 
none has been reported on the class B. The class A shares are listed 
on the Chicago Stock Exchange. Both class A and class B are listed 
on the Detroit Exchange. 


The class A stock is preferred as to assets at $25 a share and cumu-| 


lative dividends. It is redeemable at $25 and is convertible into B shares 
at the ratio of two class B for one class A. The book value of the class A 


stock as of December 31, 1923, was $11.43 per share, as compared with
